S p e a k in g T h ro u g h th*a Eyes. 


Medical and Surgical Reporter. 
Prof. Hugo Maguas recently deliver­ 
ed in Berlin a lecture on “ The Speech 
of the Eyes.” First he showed how 
various thoughts and emotions may 
find their expression through the eyes, 
how rage, joy, sadness, sympathy, all 
may be indicated by one look, and 
how a question may be asked or be re­ 
plied to simply by one seal eely ob­ 
servable movement of the eye. 
But 
the most 
interesting part 
of 
his 
lecture was a point with which many 
a physician may not be acquainted, 
not from ignorance, but simply be­ 
cause he has never given the subject 
any thought, viz.: the fact that all the 
various expressions of which the eye 
is capable are not a t all made by the 
eye itself, i. e., by the eyeball, but 
by’ the 
movements of neighboring 
parts. The eye itself may he statio n ­ 
ary, not the least motion may he 
observed iii it, and yet the rising of the 
lids expresses our surprise, half closing 
them together with contraction of the 
brow indicates our displeasure, an I a 
peculiar abrillar-like movement of the 
lids, the orbicularis palpebrarum, and 
the parts around the nose together 
form w hat we are in th e habit of call­ 
ing “a merry twiiiiMe.” 
Many a one 
w ho will read these lines will a t once 
acknowledge that such is thecase, and 
that the facts are as stated, but at the 
same time he will acknowledge that he 
had never t bought about it, aud had 
ne 
imagined that as all the mani­ 
fold expressions which we ascribe to 
the eye—the mirror of tin* soul the 
eye itself has no share. 
When a crimi­ 
nal has his charact **r pictured iii his 
eves, it is not they’that tell us the mor­ 
al depravity of the man, hut the play 
of the neighboring muscles, which, p e r ­ 
haps for years, always obeying the im­ 
pulse of the brain, form together the 
group we call physiognomy.

Ward ll Lamon, Mr. Lincoln’s ll 
linois partner, who was appointed by 
bim Luffed States Marshal for the 
District of Columbia, was a man of 
gigantic size and herculean strength. 
Among the many anecdotes related 
about him was that of his contest 
with Secretary Stanton ior the jail at 
Washington. 
Marshal Lamon had in 
custody there a number of colored 
prisoners, legally committed, and re­ 
fused toliberatethem. One afternoon 
he went to dine with old Mr. Blair, 
out at Silver Springs, and when he re­ 
turned his deputy informed him th at 
the military’ Governor had taken pos­ 
session of the jail, and put there a 
guard composed of a sergeant and 
about a dozen men. 
Lamon consult­ 
ed Mr. Carlisle, 
his regular counsel, 
and, ascertaining th a t this intrusion 
was utterly without warrant of law, 
announced his intention of retaking the 
place, which he proceeded to do at 
once. Alone, and with his own hands, 
he disarmed the entire party, took the 
keys from the sergeant, locked up him 
and his men, stacked their arms, and 
then reported to Mr. Lincoln the state 
of affairs. He was sustained, as he 
always xvas, by the President, and in 
due time a ponderous opinion from 
Father Bates put an end to the mili­ 
tary siege of the jail, which Lamon 
meanwhile had put into a posture of 
defense, and determined to hold at any 
cost. 
About the same time Mr. Stan­ 
ton had made up his mind to seize a 
house th a t Lamon had bought and 
was fitting up for the reception of his 
family.

The New York legislature has passed 
a bill declaring null and void the fran­ 
chises which the Broadway railroad 
company secured from the city coun­ 
cil by bribery. 
The governor has 
signed the bill, and the property thus 
reverts to the state. The action of 
the legislature is to be fought in the 
courts. 


William Henry llurlbert declares in 
a telegram from London that the de­ 
feat of the Home-rule bill is admitted 
by its friends. The most of the intel­ 
ligence received in the United States as 
to home-rule prospects comes from 
Gladstone sources. A more intelligent 
opinion as to the result can be formed 
on hearing both sides. 


The most trusted prognost ieators 
assert that wheat will rise in price, in 
this country and in the European 
markets, from this time till next har­ 
vest. and that the foreign crops—no­ 
tably the Russian—cannot be brought 
so pointedly into competition with 
American wheat as it was last year. 
In fact, for wheat farmers, it is be­ 
lieved the prospects this year are bet­ 
ter than for several years preceding. 


The relief fund for the families of the 
dead and suffer ing policemen of t 'hieago 
already amounts to more than $35,- 
000. This is an evidence of the wide­ 
spread and profound sympathy to­ 
ward the victims of the assassins’ 
bullets. The police did nobly at the 
anarchist riots, and gave t lie people of 
Chicago an assurance of protection in 
the future which is exceedingly grate­ 
ful. 


Dr. Billings, surgeon of the Cnited 
States army, has been furnishing docu­ 
mentary evidence of the health of this 
country. 
In his report for the tenth 
census he Informs us that the annual 
increase in population due to the ex­ 
cess of births over deaths is 878,522, 
and that the mean annual birth rate 
for the past ten years has been 30 per­ 
cent. With children coming at the 
rate of nearly 1,000,000 a year, the 
prospect is that the vacant lands of 
the West will be rapidly filled up.

The la tte r insisted t h a t Jen k s should 
sign a cont ract t hat ifhe (I hibois) should die 
or b. disabled .leaksshould leave W ashing­ 
ton and ui vehis at tent ion to tire affairs of his 
estate. A fc w weeks ago Dubois was taken ill. 
and sent for.lenks, giving him instructions 
as to t ire tnanagemenl of his property . Two 
weeks ago I luhois died, lea ving $8,000,090 
to hi.-, nephew and only heir, and it became 
necessary for Mr. Jenks to resign at once 
in order to tak e charge of the property. It 
w ill be a difficult thing f >r f he president to 
ob tain a man for the position Jenks has 
occupied whowill give as much satisfaction 
as he lias done.

It is a m a tte r of uni versul re 
gret that he should leave the departm ent. 


* The people of tlie South, with rare 
exceptions, have not been afflicted 
with labor disturbances, and conse­ 
quently have hardly had any inter­ 
ruption to their commercial and man­ 
ufacturing prosperity. 
The advan­ 
tage that Southern business enter­ 
prises possess in this respect are fully 
understood and appreciated by North­ 
ern capitalists. 
It is estimated that 
during the first three months of this 
year, in new undertakings and in the 
extension of old ones, fully $36,000,- 
000, most of it contributed from the 
North, and from England, h a s been 
invested in the South. 


It appears that since the govern­ 
ment m 1851 began to sell stamped 
envelopes there has been a steady in­ 
crease in the amount required each 
year, until now the government has 
for several years been selling more en­ 
velopes than all other producers com­ 
bined, Last year 279,000,000 stamp­ 
ed envelopes, worth $5,723,000, were 
sold. With every letting of the con­ 
tract for furnishing these envelopes 
its size increases and the price of the 
envelope is reduced. Envelopes which 
in 1809 cost $4.80 per 1,000 can now 
be had for $1.80 per 1,000, and the 
extra letter size that then cost $0 are 
now sold for $2.40. 


The May report of t he Department 
of Agriculture indicates an improve­ 
ment during April of two points in 
wheat with a general average of con­ 
dition at 95. The wheat crop reports 
of the Farmer’s Review of < hieago, 
from Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, W is. 
eonsin and Nebraska are of a very 
promising character. Northern coun­ 
ties in Dakota report an authentic in­ 
crease in acreage. The recent rains in 
Dakota and Minnesota have left the 
ground in good condition. The grow­ 
ing plants are reported to have taken 
a good stand. In Wisconsin spring 
wheat 19 just putting m an appear­ 
ance, while winter wheat is from eight 
to ten inches high. The reports from 
Iowa indicate a full average cron. 


It is surprising to find in many 
papers, earnest advocacy of a large 
standing army and a stronger govern­ 
ment, which means an unrepublican 
government. The police authorities 
of Chicago, New York, and so me other 
cities have shown that our local gov­ 
ernments arest rongenough, if in prop 
er hands, to prevent anything like an 
overthrow of the law by communistic 
uprisings. < >n the other hand it must 
be remembered that 
in 
Germany, 
France, Belgium, Russia and England, 
all strong government s, 
ustained by 
standing armies, communistic out­ 
breaks have frequently taken place 
and t hey have not been put down any 
easier than in this country. We are 
about as well off in this respect, if not 
better, than the so-called strong gov­ 
ernments. The fact is that the pend­ 
ing troubles only call for a more 
prompt enforeenn nt of the law.

May 17.—The following crop su m m ary 
was printed 
in this week's issue of the 
F arm er’s Review, of Chicago. 
The heavy inins of the p a st week h a re 
lessoned som ew hat the former excellent 
outlook for spring w heat in N ebraska 
Wisconsin, M innesota and D ak o ta. 
The 
great rainfall has also occasioned some in­ 
jury to the winter wheat in Winconsin, 
Michigan, Ohio and 
Indiana, where, in 
som e <>f the fields, it was beginning to head 
<jut. 
The repo rts do no t indicate, however, 
a ny serious da mage as y e t. I n o ther respects 
the outlook for all the grains in all Dm 
sta te s and territories continues excellent 
i’he reports of a poor showing for w int-r 
wheat, or repo rts of injury from insects, 
with the exception of the p erm anent dam 
age heretofore noted in various counties in 
K ansas, are rare and isolated. 
The pres­ 
ence of the chinch bug is noted in Morrison- 
' ille county in < ’eritral Illinois and several 
Indiana counties. 
In Ind iana w inter wheat 
has atta in e d a growth of from ten to 
fifteen 
inches, and the outlook continues 
excellent. 
The generality of the reports of 
Missouri indicate a crop of 25 percent, 
above the average. 
In K ansas some of 
the counties note im provem ent iri the 
winter wheat outlook within th e la s t th irty 
days. 
Butler is to be added to the list of 
• uunlies where the crop is a n e n ‘ire failure.

The iron stairway winding around 
the interior frame work of the Wash­ 
ington monument is now nearly com- j 
pleted. 
When it is finished a limited 
number of pa***es will he issued to i 
visitors who desire to climb to the i 
500-foot level, 
provided, 
however, 
they supply themselves with lanterns. ! 
Not a ray of liglp enters the monu- j 
ment except through the single door I 
at the base and the little window on i 
the roof so th a t a misstep in the : 
darkness 
might prove disastrous. : 
Pas*e* will tfw-n forc Ik* i -u* 1 only to 
tho*e who are able to light their own 
path. All the provisiora made thus 
far by Congress have l>een for con- ; 
stringing the monument. 
Now that j 
it i* completed appropriations will ; 
have to he made for making its ap­ 
proaches more sightly and convenient, j 
At the same t ime money will be needed i 
for lighting it and furnishing other 
facilities for visitors, who regard it as 
one of t lie principal things to he seen ! 
and visited at the capital. 
“ I see it stated, 
said a Star report- ! 
er to Colonel Casey the other day, ! 
“ that the top of the monument moves 
morning and evening on account of the 
heat of the sun.” 
“ 1 never made such a statem ent,” 
was the reply. 
“T hat is carrying the 
thing a little too far. 
I do say. how­ 
ever, that the top of the monument 
moves with the seasons, th a t is in the 
summer it swings a little to the north 
and in the winter to the south 
When 
you consider th a t the distance trav- j 
elled is not more than three-sixteenths 
ot an inch, however, it. can scarcely he 
called a movement. 
There is move­ 
ment in everything, for th at m atter, 
and it can be made appreciable only 
when the testing instruments are of 
such a delicate nature as to be able to 
measure it. The swinging plumb bobs, 
now several hundred feet long, which 
were used continually as the monu­ 
ment was in course of construction, 
informed us of any 
movement in 
the structure. 
There was always 
movement a* the weight increase 1, 
but it settled evenly. 
The 
roof 
of the monument is only a few 
inches in thickness and will readily 
respond to either heat or cold, w hile 
the body of the shaft is so thick th a t 
tem perature has little or no effect 
upon it. 
It is not surprising at all that 
the top will move slightly by contrac 
tion or expansion, but the movement 
can be distinguished only by the most 
delicate measurements. 
It isthesanie 
way 
with 
everything around us. 
Take that wall over there,” pointing 
to the state, .var and navy depart­ 
ment building. “ You may find a little 
crack in winter between a coupleof the 
stones. Theyhavecontracted. Look 
for it again in the summer and you 
can’t find it. Thestones have expand­ 
ed and closed it u p nicely, unless some 
dirt collected in the crack, and then 
the m ortar or cement between the 
stones has been crumbled by the ex­ 
pansion. This movement of the mon­ 
ument can scarcely he called such in 
the common acceptance of the term, 
for it doesn’t travel a distance as 
great as half the width of your little 
finger nail.”—Washington Sun. 


A Nlan to lie Feared. 
Ward H. Laiuon, Mr. Lincoln’s II 
linois partner, who was appointed by 
him United States Marshal for the 
District of Columbia, was a man of 
gigantic size and herculean strength. 
Among the m any anecdotes related 
about him was th a t of his contest 
with Secretary Stanton ior the jail at 
Washington. 
Marshal Lamon had in 
custody there a number of colored 
prisoners, legally committed, and re­ 
fused toliberatethem . 
Oneafternoon 
he went to dine with old Mr. Blair, 
out a t Silver Springs, and when he re­ 
turned hi* deputy informed him th at 
the military Governor had taken pos­ 
session of the jail, and put there a 
guard composed of a sergeant and 
about a dozen men. 
Lamon consult­ 
ed Mr. Carlisle, 
his regular counsel, 
and, ascertaining th a t this intrusion 
was utterly without w arrant of law, 
announced his intention of retaking the 
place, which he proceeded to do at 
once. Alone, and with his own hands, 
he disarmed the entire party, took the 
keys from the sergeant, locked up him 
and his men, stacked their arms, and 
then reported to Mr. Lincoln the state 
of affairs. 
He was sustained, as he 
always was, by the President, and in 
due time a ponderous opinion from 
F ather Bates put an end to the mili­ 
tary siege of the jail, which Lamon 
meanwhile had put into a posture of 
defense, and determined to hold a t any 
cost. About the same time Mr. Stan­ 
ton had made up his mind to seize a 
house th a t Lamon had bought and 
was fitting up for the reception of his 
family.

Speaking: T h r o u g h tlra Eyes.
